4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
is relying upon Applicant's arguments of Paper No. 10 for the allowability of the instant 
claims. The Examiner particularly agrees with Applicant's argument that HELLER et al., 
do not teach electrochemical combinatorial synthesis, but rather electrophoretic 
placement of material on a substrate array. Neither SOUTHERN nor HELLER et al., 
teach or suggest the limitations of the instant claims.
